Ifr. George Hasenau is now 70 years old and for 35 years has been 
working as a "prokurent" [chief clarkt ?), bqyer ( ? ) ] for the great Munich 
lumber firm of Hoersch Brothers, Lumber Dealers, Planing and Sawmills, 

216 Iandsbergers trass e, Munich 12, Telephone Ho. 1— 22— ^1. 

Since he has already worked In this firm for more than 30 years, 
he has been granted a pension and no longer has to work. Bat in view 
of the fact that he treats this firm as his own private enterprise, 
lives for the interests of this firm and by virtue of his long year? of 
service in this firm, he Is so intimate with his bosses and fellow-workers 
that he ignores his advanced age and his pension and still goes to work 
every day. There Is no question that he receives good pay for his work, 
about 700 marks per mouth, plus the pension, to which he is entitled, of 
about 200 marks. 

During the last war Mr. Georg Haaenaa did not serve in the any because 
CSST bis advanced age and the fact that he worked In the lumber industry 
C^’fdeld, which was extremely vital to the war effort. Mr. Georg Hasenau 
-v^Ja not politically affiliated with any German party. In elections he 
^^ot es for the FDP [Free Democratic Party], i.e., the party of the big 
f^jbuslnessmen And industrialists, which Is a member of the Coalition 
^•*3 government in Bonn. 
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Since 1923 Mr. Haaenaa has been a amber of one of the Munich Masonic 
lodges (the "^rulden-Loge 11 ) and regularly attends meetings of this lodge 
every Friday. Despite the fact that he does not have a complete college , 
education, bat oily a technical one, he is a Tory intelligent and 
cultured sen.

1* Methods of compromise and blackmail by the KG3, based on the desire 
to recruit someone for Intelligence work, is generally well known. 

In this short summary I will attempt to analyse whether there are 
possibilities for the KGB to approach me, blackmail me or to 
compromise me in any way. As an introduction, I want to make the 
following statements:
